EDITOR SOLVES FARM PROBLEMS 


This week we achieved a life-long ambition 
—tu go harvesting. Asa result of our ex- 
perience we now feel confident that we have 
a complete understanding of all farm prob- 
lems and a Solution for them. We also have 
a broken baek, « muscle-bound fore arm and 
86 bruises on our legs where we banged a 
shovel against them, 

Our boss who isa very humane and cov- 
siderate man, started us off on an easy job— 
shovelling wheat. At time of writing (in a 
grain-field) we have shovelled something like 
86,9744 bushels of wheat, which averaging 
3} shovelfuls to a bushel, and taking into con- 
sideration the fact that the grain has to be 
shovelled twice during the process of getting 
it from the combine to the means 


we 


We made one big mistake though, It 
seems that the wise harvester doesn’t become 
a good shoveller. He cither spills consider- 
able grain on the ground or tips the truck 
over and so the boss gives him one of the 
lesser jobs of harvesting like driving a tractor 
ora combine. We didn’t know this and so 
when we were told to shovel we shovelled to 
beat hell. The result is we are still shovel- 
ling and will probably still be shovelling by 
Christtnas as the boss has two or three more 
townships to combine yet. 

While we were picking them up and lsying 
them down we got to doing some powerful 
thinking about all the problems the farmer has. 
There is over production, storage space, rain

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hail, prics and equipment, We 
figured all there problems could 
be met by one 
simple expedient, That is, the 
government should pass a law 
that a'l grain scoops or shovels 
should have an overall srea of 
not more than four ‘quare 
inches, If this law were en- 
acted it would mean the end of 
all the farmer's problems, Just 
think it over a minute and you
